Let’s be extra careful when driving 


September is more like the start of a 
new year than January for some people, 
and with it comes resolutions. 

This September also brought with it 
new rules of the road, and stiff penalties 
for breaking them. 

Driving while distracted - Just 
having a cell phone in your hand - or 
drug-impaired, entering a school or 
pedestrian crosswalk before a pedestrian 
has left it, and passing too close to 
a cyclist will bring significant new 
penalties.
